Various Causes of Pain In Lower Back

PAIN in the lower part

One of the common causes Is a 
condition k nown as protrusion of 
the nucleus

disc. These interv ertébral discs are 
made up of cartilage between

bones of the spine. The pain in this 
condition usually passes into the 
buttock , thigh, leg and foot.

pain in the lower part of the back 
rarely causes as m uch trouble as 
the pain in thhe legs. 
Coughing or 
sneezing usually tends to mak e the 
pain worse

It is possible 
to mak e a diagnosis of protrusion 
of the nucleus of an inter v ertebral 
disc on the basis of the symptoms 
which occur. X -rays are helpful in 
some instances.
